During  the  year,  2  Notices  were  received  referring 
to  7  children  who  were  excluded  from  school  because  of 
communi cable  disease,  or  because  they  wore  contacts. 


NUISANCES 

Eight  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received,  all 
of  which  we re  resolved  by  informal  action. 


CAMPING  SITES 


The  control  of  c ampin ,  within  the  district  occupies 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  summer  months.  There  are  four  fields 
licensed  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1956,  and  regular 
visits  arc  paid  to  these  sites  as  well  as  numerous  other  sites 
which  were  used,  but  unlicensed. 

A  successful  prosecution  was  taken  against  one  farmer 
for  extending  the  permitted  number  of  days  under  the 
Public  Health  Act.
